(Weeks Bridge Road). He noted that

Elba man found 
dead in Enterprise 
subdivision

The body of an Elba man was 
found Monday morning in a subdivi- 
sion located just off Shell Field Road 
in Enterprise, 

Allen (Big Al) Junior Richardson, 
age 30, of Putnam Street, Elba was 
pronounced dead by Coffee County 
Coroner Tim Whitehead at the 
scene, 

His body was found in a wooded 
area of the subdivision between 9:00 
a.m, and 9:30 a.m, Relatives, who 
had been looking for the man_ since 
Sunday afternoon, made the discov- 


wae about the time Richardson’s 
body was discovered, his wife was at 
the Elba Police Department filing a 
missing person report, 

According to reports, Richardson 
was part of a roofing crew that was 
working in the subdivision, He had 
left the job site to go to a nearby 
store for refreshments and did not re- 
turn, The area where Richardson's 
body was found was not too far from 
where he had been working. 

Although no foul play 1s suspect- 
ed in Richardson's death, an autopsy 
was ordered by the District Attorney 
to determine the cause of death, 

The incident is being investigated 
by the Enterprise Police Department 
assisted by the Coffee County Sher- 
iff's Department, District Attorney's 
Office, and the Alabama Department 
of Forensic Sciences,

An article this week in one of those magazines 
which tells readers which car, refrigerator, etc. is best to buy, reports it 
will take at least a 21% “pure” flat tax to keep the government even, 
They also report the average middle income family, with home mort- 
gage, etc, would pay MORE income taxes, rather than less.

characters who return every summer 
hurt the reputations of everyone in 
the paving business, Here are some 
lips on getting paving done the right 
way: 

*First, beware of the strangers 
who come to your door because they 
“just happen to be in the neighbor- 
hood.” They claim that they have no- 
ticed our driveway needs repair, and 
they “happen to have some sealer or 
patching asphalt compound on the 
truck left over from another job.” 
Who are these people? Do you know 
where they come from? What if you 
have a problem later?

They may tell 
you that they use high quality mate- 
rials and even show you famous 
brand containers, but did you see 
them actually open the cans? Often 
door-to-door workers like this will 
take sludge or salvage oils and put 
them into their cans. You may pay 
dearly for the damage this junk 
could do to your driveway! Some 
consumers tell us that the “bargain” 
job actually ruined their paving and 
the entire driveway had to be torn up 
and replaced. It can be a disaster! 

*Do it right. Ask your friends or 

neighbors for recommendations of 
local, well established paving com- 
panies in the area who do quality 
work, Have several of these firms 
come to your home and give a writ- 
ten estimate on the job. Be sure to 
get a detailed breakdown of what 
they will do, what product they will 
use and what their company’s guar- 
antee provides. And don’t forget to 
check their reliability report with the 
BBB by calling us at 1-800-824-

December 1, 1995 was observed 
as World AIDS Day to bring atten- 
tion to the threat which AIDS is to 
the World’s population. Almost dai- 
ly we hear ads on TV and radio 
warning us about AIDS. 

During 1981, there were only 120 
deaths in the U.S. caused by S. 
In 1994 there were 43,566 deaths in 
the U.S. cased by AIDS, or 363 
times as many as occurred only 13 
years earlier. (Source: the latest 
HIV/AIDS Surveillance Report pub- 
lished by the Federal Center for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention in At- 
lanta, GA.) 

An article published in early 1995 
entitled, “AIDS Becomes Top Killer 
of Young American Adults”, quoted 
Dr. Harold W. Jaffe, a top AIDS of- 
ficial at the Federal Center for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention, as say- 
ing, “The dramatic rise is due to the 
accumulating toll from AIDS and is 
almost certain to continue because 
AIDS deaths reflect infections from 
HIV, the AIDS virus, that were ac- 
quired several years earlier.” 

Unless we take major steps to re- 
duce the spread of the AIDS virus, 
before the death rate reaches disas- 
trous proportions, the younger half 
of our adult population will be virtu- 
ally wiped out. 

It is well accepted that one of the 
best ways to avoid getting AIDS is 
to abstain from having sexual inter-

Sixteen people were on the A Honor 
Roll and thirty-six people made the A-B 
Honor Roll at the end of the first semes- 
ter. That leaves approximately two hun- 
dred people who made at least one C or 
lower. 

Dr. Linda Ingram, principal, was 
asked about the first semester of instruc- 
tion and what things could be done to 
improve the grades, 

Dr. Ingram was asked if she had no- 
ticed any trend developing. She said, “ 
(Overall, there have been more students 
on the honor roll this year. Hopefully, 
this indicates an increase in students’ 
and parents’ attitudes and concems 
about the importance of school work.” 
She said that problems can sometimes 
be found by checking report cards. She 
looks at grades to see if students are 
having problems with an individual 
class or if they are having problems with 
many classes, She also looks at the com- 
ments to see why the grades are low. 

Dr. Ingram reported that absences 
were greater this last nine weeks and 
that one reason was the flu. She is con- 
cerned about parents letting their chil- 
dren miss school for minor illnesses 
(headache) and other reasons. Absences 
affect the entire school because teacher 
time must be taken from the class to 
help individuals with make-up work, 
Sometimes teachers have to slow down 
so the others can catch up. 

There were some new policies in ef- 
fect this year, Students were able to ex- 
empl semester exams with perfect atten- 
dance. They also were able to exempt if 
they had the grades and a certain num- 
ber of absences. There were about twen- 
ty students who exempted certain ex- 
ams, Dr. Ingram said that when she 
checked the list that these students had a 
pattern of good attendance as well as 
good grades,

She goes through her routine hoping that 
none of her teachers will notice her 
wince when someone accidentally touch- 
es the bruises on her arm. As the day 
draws to an end, DeiAnna breathes a 
sigh of relief because she has made it 
through one more day at school without 
someone finding out her hated secret. 
Now, if she can just make it through to- 
night, she'll be okay for now. 

This story about DeiAnna is fiction, 
buit it could be very true. According to 
Grolier’s Encyclopedia, child abuse oc- 
curs every hour, every minute of every- 
day. People may think that abuse does 
not occur in their towns, but it does. It 
happens everywhere, It is estimated that 
from~several hundred thousand to 2-3 
million children area bused each year in 
the United Staies, whether by physical 
abuse, sexual abuse, emotional abuse, or 
verbal abuse; it is still abuse, Estimates 
on sexual abuse vary like the estimates 
on other types of abuse. A statistic from 
Grolier's estimates that one in five girls 
and one in eleven boys is a victim of sex- 
ual abuse by their eighteenth birthday. 
The sad part is that some can be saved 
because they are abused by people they 
know,

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Wood named to State Sports Hall of Fame 


rhe sixth class of inductees for 
the Alabama High School Sports 
Hall of Fame has been announced, 
and included among the twelve 
honorees is former Elba High 
School football coach Mack Wood. 

The 1996 class, which will be 
inducted March 18 at a banquet at 
the Montgomery Civic Center, in- 
cludes coaches, administrators and 
a game official that have made ma- 
jor contributions to high school ath- 
letics in Alabama during their ca- 
reers, 

The Hall of Fame committee of 
18 members made the selections 
from the 53 nominated to enter the 
Hall of Fame, which is located at 
the State Office of the Alabama 
High School Athletic Association, 
in Montgomery. 

Sponsors of the Hall of Fame 
program are the Alabama High 
School Athletic Directors and 
Coaches Association and the AH- 
SAA, with Russell Athletic serving 
as the corporate sponsor, 

“It is quite an honor to be cho- 
sen for the Hall of Fame,” stated 
Wood, “and I am very grateful to a 
lot of players and a lot of people 
that contributed throughout the 
years. It takes a lot of cooperation 
from a lot of folks to be a success 
in any profession, and I was cer- 
tainly lucky to have had the chance 
to work with some of the finest.” 

As a coach at Geraldine, T.R. 
Miller, Charles Henderson and 
Elba High Schools, Wood ac- 
cumulated an outstanding career 
record of 214-89-4, and led three 
teams to state championships. 

Coach Wood's records at the 
four schools at which he coached 
included 12-6-1 at Geraldine, 41- 
14-1 at T.R. Miller, 13-7 at Charles 
Henderson and 150-59 at Elba. 

While Wood was successful at 
every stop during his illustrious ca- 
reer and won state championships 
at both T.R. Miller (1969) and Elba 
(1989 & 1992), it was his 18-year 
reign at the Elba helm that led to 
his greatest moments in the coach- 
ing profession. 

At Elba, Wood inherited a once 
proud football program that had fal- 
len on hard times, and almost im- 
mediately returned the Tigers to the 
top of the state’s football powers. 

Prior to his arrival in 1977, the 
Tigers had posted a 16-24 record

over the previous four years and 
had gone through five head coaches 
in only four seasons, 

Wood guided the Tigers to a 6-4 
record in his first year at the Elba 
helm, and over the next four years 
led his teams to a record of 34-7 
and put the Tigers back among the 
clite teams in the state. Elba re- 
corded its first undefeated season in 
thirty-years in 1984, and in 1985 
and 1986 made it to the state cham- 
pionship game, only to settle for 
runner-up honors. 

The 1989 team won a school 
record 13 games and brought Elba 
its first-ever state championship, a 
feat that was repeated in 1992, 
when the Tigers again won a state 
title, 

Wood was named State “Coach 
of the Year” in 1969 and 1992; 
South Alabama Conference “Coach 
of the Year” in 1978, 1979, 1983, 
1984 and 1985; and Wiregrass 
“Coach of the Year” in 1983, 1986, 
1989 and 1992, 


“When I think about being chosen 
for the Hall of Fame it means a lot of 
different things,” added Wood. "It 
means a lot of combined success 
over a long haul as a coach that ded- 
icated a lot of time to being a suc- 
cess in his profession. It is also a re- 
ward for all the accomplishments 
over the years that took place in the 
coaching profession, and most of all, 
it means that I have been honored by 
my peers for the effort I gave for all 
the years on the field.” 

“I have always felt there were 
three keys to being a successful 
coach,” said Wood. .“‘One is or- 
ganization, two is hard work and 
three is discipline. To be a success 
in coaching, you must be able to be 
consistent and remain optimistic, 
no matter what might happen. I 
coached a lot of players that I con- 
sidered to be over-achievers, and I 
think I was an over-achiever as a 
coach. I wasn’t the best coach 
around, but I had the pride and con- 
fidence in what I was doing to stick 
with those beliefs.” 

While Wood’s greatest success- 
es came in the late 1980's and early 
1990's, he coached during four dec- 
ades, and saw many changes in not 
only high school athletics, but the 
world.

“It is an honor to be selected for 
the Hall of Fame,” stated Cole, now 
the principal at the New Brockton 
Elementary School. “When you 
look at the others that have been 
chosen for the honor, such as Rip 
Hewes, Dixie Howell, Early Wynn, 
Wilbur Jackson, Johnny Mack~ 
Brown, Creigh Purnell, Bryant 
Steele, Artis Gilmore and Stead- 
man Shealy, Jr, just to name a few, 
it makes the honor even more spe- 
cial.” 

Cole began his athletic career at 
Warren Smith Junior High School, 
in New Brockton, then transferred 
to Mulberry Heights High School, 
in Elba, where he played for Coach 
Gaynes Waters. 

During his two years at Mul- 
berry Hts., Cole averaged 25 points 
and 17 rebounds per game, and the 
icam posted an overall record of 
56-6, and losing in the state finals 
in 1955. 

He continued his career at Al- 
abama State University and in 1957 
helped lead the Hornets to the 
SIAC championship. During the 
championship season, Cole aver- 
aged 13 points and 13 rebounds per 
game, and once connected on 38 
straight free-throws, 

Cole’s career in coaching began 
at Warren Smith High School, in 
New Brockton, where in eight 
years his teams posted a combined 
record of 141-39, and placed sec- 
ond in the District in 1967, 

Coach Cole moved to New 
Hope Junior High School after 
Warren Smith merged with New 
Brockton High School, and in nine 
years at New Hope led his teams to 
a combined record of 100-53, in- 
cluding conference championships 
in 1972 through 1978, 

Cole left the coaching pro- 
fession after being named the prin- 
cipal at New Brockton Elementary 
School, but agreed to take the add- 
ed position of head basketball 
coach at New Brockton High 
School only eleven days before 
season was to begin in the 1978-79 
school year,

1981 led his team to the Class 2A 
state basketball championship. 

After retiring from coaching fol- 
lowing the state championship sea- 
son, Cole devoted his time to his 
students at New Brockton Ele- 
mentary. He was elected to the 
New Brockton City Council in 
1988, and saw a need to provide ad- 
ditional recreational opportunities’ 
for the youth of the community. 

In 1989, he organized a youth 
basketball league for the students at 
New Brockton Elementary, and 
based eligibility on not only age, 
but on conduct and grades at 
school. The league has prospered 
over the years, and this year in- 
cludes teams for boys and girls, 

The need for help in the coach- 
ing staff at New Brockton High 
School brought Coach Cole out of 
retirement two years ago, and dur- 
ing the past two seasons the coach- 
ing veteran has led the 7th and 8th 
graders at New Brockton to a 
record of 16-3, bringing his career 
coaching record to an incredible 
315 wins and only 127 losses. 

“TI have always coached for the 
kids," stated Cole, “and would 
coach, and have coached, for no 
pay at all, Often times kids are 
looking for someone to lead them 
and share some time with them, 
and in recent years that has been a 
zoal of mine, both in the youth 
eague and at school.” 

“A lot has changed in basketball 
since I began coaching back in

January Garden

Soil Test Your 
Home Garden 


It is not too early to start making 
preparations for your spring garden, 
If you have not soil tested, this is the 
first thing I would do so that you 
can get your reports back.

Some folks say, “I only have a 
very small garden, I don’t need to 
soil test,” These are the very people 
who need to soil test the most. If 
you have a very small garden, you 
are expecting it to produce at its 
very best, and you must have your 
soil fertility right for it to do this,
